Prof. W. A. Scott Makes a 


Belated Confession 


N a special article in the November is- 


sue of the University of Wisconsin 


Commerce Magazine, Prof. W. A. Scott, 
director of the course in commerce, made 
the following statement: 


One of the best illustrations I know of this 


interdependence is the unsuccessful effort of 
thi? country to keep out of the World War. 
The number of people, if indeed there were 
any, who wanted us to got mixed up in that 
struggle, was so small as to he negligible. From 
the President down we war ted to keep out of 
it, but we couldn't. "Why? In spite of the Tact 
that in accordance -with the advice of President 
Washington, our Government had persistently 
followed the policy of avoiding entangling al- 
liances with European countries, our people

J. P. Morgan and Co. and other big 


international bankers held billions of dol- 
lars of credit and securities of France 
and England. England had reached the 
end of its rope on the question of credit. 
J. P. Morgan and his associates real- 
ized that unless England and France won 
the war the international bankers would 
face ruin. They therefore began to ma- 
nipulate to make these securities good 
by getting the United States into the 
war. 


What suddenly turned the policies of

Efforts are being made by persons and or- 


ganizations interested in stopping the slaughter 
of salmon to have all fish wheels abolished. 


These appliances arc large revolving wheels, 


carrying nets. The wheels are installed in riv- 
ers and when the salmon visit the, river in 
swarms the wheels turn and the nets scoop them 
.ip. This method of commercial fishing has been 
ibolished in most countries. It is still used in 
some sections o'f the Pacific coast. 


Study of the salmon has occupied scientists 


and fishermen for many years. In 1919 the Cal- 
ifornia Fish and Game commission 
marked 


25,000 salmon and liberated them in the Kla- 
math river. These fish had been raised from 
eggs that were taken from the Sacramento riv- 
er. In 1921 and 1922 the marked fish returned 
from the sea to the Klamath river. This experi- 
ment indicated that, no matter where the eggs 
come from, the salmon return for spawning to 
the. river in which they were liberated.
